This photograph shows Dorothea Schmidt (wife of Fredrick Schimdt who "originally" purchased 
the land from the Everdons), Dorothea is with her daughter-in-law Margarethe and Dorothea's 
granddaughter Emma and great grandson Edwin Suhs. The order in which to identify each 
person has not yet been clarified but looking at the photograph carefully it appears that the 
order goes like this: 


Dorothea Schmidt - Left 
Edwin Suhs - Center (baby) 
Emma Schmidt - Center 
Margarethe Schmidt - Right 


It may seem confusing by the spelling of the first names but Fredrick Schmidt was the father of 
Fredrich Schmidt. Although Margarethe Schmidt had sold the land to the forest preserves this is 
because she was the wife of Fredrich. The deed to the property appears to have been 
transferred at some point to Fredrich from his father Fredrick. Hope this helps to understand 
why Dorothea is said to be the wife of "Fredrick."

Court continuance? Did you know that the 
renowned attorney Clarence Darrow had his 
ashes scattered from a bridge behind the 
Museum of Science and Industry and at a 
branch of the Jackson Park Lagoon? 

Does he haunt these spots? 

“T saw that guy and so did a lot of other 
people,” Crowe said. “We were standing on 
the bridge and he was standing on the 
museum Steps. He wasn’t transparent, but 
was wearing a long camel’s hair coat and was 
nicely attired. Some people saw him and 
others couldn’t see him; that’s how I know it 
was a ghost.” 


Historic haunts? The landmark Glessner House 
‘at 1800 S. Prairie in the Prairie Historic 
District is reported to be haunted by the 
former architect Henry Hobson Richardson. 

“He died before the completion of the 
house, and it’s thought because of that he 
came back to see the completed project,” 
Kaczmarek said. “People have felt his pres- 
ence in the home.” 


Altar boys: Many people believe that Holy 
Family Church at 1080 W. Roosevelt is haunted 
by two altar boys who drowned in 1874, 
Founder Rev. Arnold Damen claimed he was 
awakened one night in 1890 by two boys, 
dressed in their cassocks and carrying can- 
dies. The boys led Damen to their dying 
mother and then vanished.

Mari Huff, Paulette Stanek, Roman Klepczarek and Dale Kaczmarek. 


Experiment: All participants were given a crude map of the cemetery with a predetermined route 
for each of them to follow. Each team was equipped with a clipboard and a transparency 
covering the map and were instructed to mark with grease pencils anywhere they have any 
paranormal activity or psychic feelings or if any of their equipment went off. Below are their 
impressions. 

Bachelor’s Grove Field Excursion Impressions by members 


Rochelle Zaszczurynski: 


1:58pm — Hageman, felt vibrations, energy pulling from left of me. Something on top of the 
fence line following me. Reached Newman, no more vibrations. 


2:02pm — Deck, suddenly still and peaceful. 

Bill Zaszczurynski: 

#1 Feeling of anxiety, being watched and followed 

#2 Slight humming feeling and sound, confusion, dizzy 

#3 Light-headed feeling, same as #2 but weaker. 

In general a feeling of being followed (this started before the next person started walking) and 
watched. This was very strong at the south fence-line near Hageman and Foskett. In the past 
on other trips, but here | sensed a large object at the southwest corner.

Several members marked on their map a checkerboard tombstone that had no name on it. So 
later we returned to that site and others within the cemetery for additional experiments and 
photography sessions. One member, Judy Huff, had a 35mm camera loaded with black and 
white infrared film that afternoon. She snapped a picture of the vacant tombstone and saw 
nothing out of the ordinary until she had the film developed. 

Upon first glance, the uncropped picture showed nothing at all, according to Huff but when 


enlarged, a clear image of a semi-transparent figure of a woman dressed in a full-length white 
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dress can easily be seen. She is sitting serenely on the tombstone facing to the right in profile 
with long brown or light-colored hair. Absolutely no one was dressed in that fashion in our group 
that afternoon and | can attest to the fact that the tombstone was unoccupied when the picture 
was taken. It is truly a remarkable photograph! 


Upon closer inspection, parts of the woman's body, namely her head and knee are 
semi-transparent where one can easily see trees and bushes through those areas again 
indicating that she is not a real person but a ghostly image. This picture was widely circulated in 
both the Chicago Sun-Time and Tribune and featured in several documentaries including one 
from the Discovery Channel entitled Phantom Photographs. It has been shown to photographic 
experts from Kodak in Rochester, New York. While some claim that the image is nothing more 
than a real person sitting on the tombstone because you can supposedly see the shadow cast 
by the person on the ground around the tombstone. Actually the entire tombstone was situated 
in the shadows cast by the trees that afternoon and not by a real person attempting to hoax the 
photograph. 


Some believe this could be the ghostly "lady in white" that allegedly roams the cemetery on 


moonlit nights. One thing is sure, nobody can be absolutely sure who the figure is to this day. 
There are some theories as to who she may be but then they are only allegations.

Bachelor's Grove, a 2-acre cemetery nestled inside a forest preserve near 143d and Ridgeland 
in Bremen Twp., is supposed to be the private fief of a two-headed ghost. 


The ghost is said to live in a nearby lagoon, charged with guarding the cemetery graves. 
Steal a tombstone, the story goes, and he'll hunt you down. 
But he's not doing his job. 


A broken-down wire fence, defaced and toppled gravestones, beer cans and cigarette butts are 
evidence that the ghost is derelict in his duties.

The cemetery, which holds the graves of pioneer South Suburban residents, has become a 
scene of frequent vandalism and is the site of almost nightly teen-age revelry.

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the sign was gone upon discovery. The sign was disposed of before discovering the newspaper 
article photograph. The item was thought to be trash and of no real value even though it 
appeared to be some sort of sign. 
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
